Ministers will Not Be Requested to Leave the Capital

The ministers will not be advised to leave Pekin 


under escort as they think to do so would be their sure 
deaih, hut the Chinese government tells them their 
several governments requests they should.

Washington, Aug. 10—Minister Wu received a 


cipher message from Minister Conger this morning 
of about 100 words, addressed to'the state depart- 
ment. It is substantially a duplicate of the message 
from M. Pichon, the French envoy at Pekin and in- 
dicates that the eight foreign ministers at Pekin 


• agreed to send an identical message to their sev- 
eral governments. 


The only new feature of Minister Conger's 


message from that of Pichon is a list of American 
casualties. It reports seven killed and 16 wounded. 
Captain Hyers and Surgeon Lippitt are doing well. 


No action will be taken until President McKinley 


is heard from. 


Because of present conditions Minister Conger 


and the other Americans at Pekin will not be ad- 
vised to leave the capital with a Chinese escort, as 
all ministers agree it would be very dangerous. 


The message of M. Pichon referred to follows: 
"The diplomatic corps has just been informed by the Chinese government 


that the powers have repeatedly demanded our departure from Pekin under 
escort, and beg us to arrange our deoarture and fix a date, we have re- 
sponded to the tsung-li-yamen that we could not leave our posts without in- 
structior* from our governments, to whom we leave the question. I sh'ould 
inform you that should we not depart from Pekin the foreign forces coming 
to our rescue should be of sufficient numbers to insure the safety and convoy 
of 800 foreigners, of whom 200 are women and children,, and 50 wounded and 
more than 3000 native Christians whom we cannot leave to. be massacred. In 
any case, a Chinese escort stoould not be considered. I hope that my cipher 
No. 1, dated August 3, has been transmitted."

Chinese Resistance May Not Be as Great as was Anticipated. The 


Capture of Yang Tsun is of Great Importance, London 


Declares the Progress To Be Splendid 


f •Washington, Hug. 10.—Secretary Hoot 
Yegards the Chinese situation, from 
military and diplomatic point of view, as 
Jrauch Improved. The promise of cipher 
communication! with the ministers in 
{Pekfn, together with tbe advance of the

To Pass Through United States. 


Berlin, Aug. 10.—Field Marshal Von 


Waldeirsee, recently appointed to the 
supreme command of the German forces 
In China and looked upon in some quar- 
ters as likely to be chosen as com- 
mander-in-chief of the 
International 


troops, was intervie^reid last evening. 
"My appointment," said the general, "is 
due entirely to the initiative of Emperor 
William. I shall start for China, going 
probably by way of San Francisco, in a 
short time.

J. W. Klme of -tbat dty, formerly edi- 
tor of th« lowa.Medteal Journal, has 
demonstrated tbat a, photograph cao*e 
taken throagh a buman body with**** 
dinaryllgiit rayveays the QbJcago (In- 
ter Ocean. The discovery to cloeely, 
connected with the cure for tubercu- 
losis. Dr. Kime announced some time 
ago that he 'had discovered a cure for 
tubercular troubles either of the akin 
or lungs by the altf of light concen- 
trated upon the affected part Light! 
IB the best known" germicide tfcaown -to 
Belence. 


Acting upon this theory as a basic 


principle, Dr. ^.Ime conducted experi- 
ments by which he believed tbat tuber- 
cular bacilli could be exterminated by 
the concentration of light and by caus- 
ing It to penetrate Into tbe part dis- 
eased. To do this he uses a blue glaea 
disk, tbe object being to retain the 
light rays while destroying the heat 
rays. The patient is subjected to.these 
sun baths from time to time. This 
discovery, announced a few months 
ago, created a greafcBtir In medical and 
scientific 
circles. 
Physicians were 


skeptical on the ground tbat Mgbt 
would not penetrate the tissues of the 
human body, and, while admitting tbe 
germ destroying power of light, con- 
tended that it codld not- be applied In- 
ternally. 


Dr. Klme combated these theories 


and to prove that light would penetrate 
the human tissues hat been conducting 
the photographic experiments which 
have resulted In the taking of a photo- 
graph with light which flrst pasaea 
through the patient's chest The pic- 
ture was taken by Q. L. Hostetter, 
one of the leading photographers of 
this place and formerly of Davenport, 
la. Previous to this pictores had been 
taken through the cheek and aim with 
more or less distinctness. 


One of the numerous patients attend- 


ing Dr. Kline's sanitarium for tto* core 
of consumption, which he baa estab- 
lished here, was used tor tbe experi- 
ment He was taken into a dark roam 
And bis clothes removed from hia watet 
up. A negative of a Klondike scene 
was chosen for the reproduction. Ovee 
this was placed a fresh negative. The 
two were then placed one above the 
ctber, with the pictured negative next 
Tto the skin, ufeon tbe patient's back, 
between the shoulders. Heavy dark 
cloths were then wrapped about him. 
Over these was placed a .black paper 
and the edges pasted gecurely to his 
skin about the edges of the negatives. 
Th£n, to preclude the light as nearly as 
could be possibly done, the patientfa 
back and shoulders were wrapped and 
wound with heavy dar* cloth, and over 
this was thrown' an overcoat and all 
drawn tight Those who conducted the 
experiment are certain that no light 
could possibly enter to the negative. 


Tbe man wad then taken out of the 


dark room and his breast exposed. The 
light was concentrated upon his chest 
for 30 minutes, after which he was 
taken Into a d^nk room and tbe nega- 
tive removed. It was found that the 
picture on the first negative had been 
distinctly reproduced on the second 
and free negative. The men who con- 
duced the experiment are reliable and 
itra c->nvince<3 that for the flrst time a 
pnotograph has been taken through 
the human body. In addition to the 
Importance of t]Je discovery from the 
point of Its possibilities In photogra- 
phy, its importance in connection wltli 
the cure of tuberculosis is incalculable. 
Scientists all admit the germ destroy- 
ing power of light. The only difficulty 
has been to cause the light to reach 
and penetrate the parts affected. If 
the experiment conducte'd by Dr. Kime 
shall be further re-enforced by other 
experiments such as to induce Its gen- 
eral acceptance, it will he fraught with 
the gravest interest to the thousands 
of consumptives all over the land. Dr. 
Kime stands sponsor for the published 
result of the experiment and says ho 
feels assured that the results are gw 
uine.

WORK OF DRIVING ASSOCIATION 


Local ''School for Horses," Gossip of 


the Pacers 


The following ofl Interest t« local 


horsemen is taken from the current 
number of the American Horse Breed- 
er: 


The Northern Berkshire driving as- 


sociation has held several meeting at 
the fair grounds, at which some fi-ood 
racing1 has been witnessed. The time 
has not beem fast, of course, nor have 
tho purses been very tempting. The ob.- 
ject of the association is tot promote 
horse Interests in andi about North 
Adams. The membershtp- ts open only 
to local horsemen *id only local horses 
are raced. The- entrancei fee IB $1 for 
the season, which aJso entitles the own- 
er to members-hiD In the association. 
Altogether it is an excellent idea. It is 
a good school for the hordes, and there 
is plenty of good natured, honest ri- 
valry, the small stakes preventing any 
desire for underhanded work. 


A few promising- horses have been 


brought out, among- them a three year 
loOd colt owned by Owen, W. Welch. He 
has been in only one race, w ich oc- 
curred last Saturday, and which he 
won with ease, defeating Joe Hay den's 
Jennie H. and Dr. Pfeinter's Miss Grey- 
lock. He had no difficulty in turning a 
half in 1.12, and if he has the rig-ht kind 
of handling- he is bound to- be heard 
from. He is green, but as slick Baited 
as any of them. He has no surterfluous 
action and races like a veteran. 


Another is Bell Finch, by Bullfinch. 


She has won three or four raoes with 
halves in 1,12 and 1.14, but has been 
taken, to Westfield. where she finished 
seventh m 2.19%. She is a arood mare 
for the country fair races, but I am 
afraid Mr. Werthauper, her owner, will 
find it discouraging and also expensive 
to follow the circuit with the fas£ ones 
If she can't'do the trick in 2 20 or bet- 
ter every time she is sent, she may as 
well stay in the barn. I don't mean 
to discount the mare, but It is my can- 
did opinion that they are making- a 
mistake in mming her In such fast 
company, that is, comparatively fast. 


There Is one thing that the driving 


association oug-ht to do, or It will finci 
itself "swamped," and that is t0 ad- 
vertise. The attendance has never been 
above 400, there being about that many 
on the grounds on July 4. The attend- 
ance has been growlnp 'ess with every 
meeting. An expenditure of 55 or $10 
for a large s;>aee In one of the dailv 
papers a day of two before the races 
would more than repay them. The 
races are good enough, but If you, want 
to get the crowd" you've got to advertise. 


Sam Hill, Jr. (2.14%) and Sam Steele 


have been sent to Westfleld where the 
former got third money in the 2.15 pace 
last Thursday, taking- the first heat in 
2.16M. Ho rounds into shape rather 
slowly, and hie ability to go so near 
hia record at this time speaks highly for 
his driver1, Pat Clancy, to whom race- 
horse driving- is entirely new. Sam 
Steele was third In the 2.17 trot, get- 
ting second place in. the third heat. 


Higher Prices for Horses 


Local horse dealers, in common <vith 


thos6 all through western Massachu- 
setts, claim that the pr^ce of horses is 
rising rapidly and seems likely to conl- 
tinue to do so. A Springfield dealer 
says that horses for general work, 
which a year ago could have been pur- 
chased for $110 to $120, now bring from 
$150 to $165, while good draft horses 
weighing from 1400 to 1600 pounds bring 
at least $200. Even at such prices 
horses caninot be bought easily in the 
middle vrest. 


The lior&es that come into the west- 


ern Massachusetts market 
are pur- 


chased as a rule in Iowa, Illinois, wes- 
tern Indiana an'ij northern Missouri. 
Where It formerly took an agent but a 
week t'o pick up a carload of horses, it 
nfow takes him at least three weeks, 
and the norses at that are far inferior 
to the former ones.

various wars that are to progress. 


Baby Carriages Must Pay 


Since the Boston & Maine railroad

BOY RUN OVER 


Louis Merino* Seven Years 


Old, Fataly Injured on 
Railroad This Morning 


mGATHERING COALON TRACKS 


Crawled 
Under a Car, Which Was 


Started Before he Could Escape. 


Leg Amputated and boy 


Died This After. 


noon 


Louis, the seven, years old son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Angela Merino of 2 Crowlev 
Avenue, was fataJly 
injured at 9.30 


o'clock this morning by being run over 
by a freight car in the Boston & Al- 
bany yards, back of the Canedy-Clark 
ahoe shop. He lived till 12.30, when he 
died at the hosp-ital from the shock. 


The boy was on .the tracks picking up 


coal, and as he told of the accident at 
the hospital, crawled under a car which 
was standing on a side Irack. While he 
was there ,an engine which was switch- 
ing in the yard came down to pick the 
car up, and the boy was run over. 


The train was Immediately stopped, 


and help was sent for. The ambulance 
responded, and the boy was takeni to the 
hospital, where he was attended by I>r. 
Stafford. 


It was found that the left leg was 


horribly mangled, and that amputation 
at once was the only uope of saving 
the boy's life, although he was suffer- 
ing so that the outcome was doubtful 
from tjje first. The leg was amputated 
close to the body by Dr. Stafford, as- 
sisted by Dr. Carr and Dr. Jonea 


The boy lost strength rapidly until at 


12.30 death came. 


The accident was a great shock to the 


family and tho.se in the locality. It is 
probable that it will stop a practice 
that has always been fraught with dan- 
ger for the children who have gone onto 
the tracks to gather coal.

Mayor Wilkinson went to Boston yes- 


terday to meet the members of the 
state highway commission by appoint- 
ment in regard to the state road be- 
tween here arid Adams. As reported 
some days ago in this paper a petition 
was circulated asking that the road be 
built from this end rather than from 
the Adams line, and this was presented 
to the mayor and by him to the com- 
mission. 


The latter body had planned to buiUl 


nbrth from the Adams line, but this 
would have left about a mile of state 
road with 1'ong stretches of ordinary 
country road on both ends, and until 
the entire road from here to Adams was 
built by the state, it would receive 
comparatively little "use. 


Mayor Wilkinson presented this ar- 


gument to the commission, anH finally 
secured a reversal of their decision, so 
that the road will n'ow be built south, 
beginning at the Ashland street cross- 
ing of the Fitchburg line. 


State engineers h^tve been here aiM 


taken cross sections of the road on the 
south end, and Mayor Wilkinson prom- 
ised that if the change could be made 
the city would see to the taking of the 
new cross sections. This will be done at 
once, So that there will be compara- 
tively little delay. 


The building of the road at this end 


will be slightly cheaper than at the 
other end, so that a longer distance 
can be built for the sum of $6650 which 
has been allowed the city. This will 
allow it to extend from the rail- 
road crossing to the Southview ceme- 
tery, and possible to the city farm be- 
low the cemetery. 


Local horsemenl will be greatly pleas- 


ed with the change, which will make 
the rtoad of much more use to this city 
as soon as it is built.

PUNCHING THE CENSUS. 


Promotion Plan For Clerks En- 


gaged In Counting. 


VEET BUEPLB SYSTEM ADOPTED. 


Clerk 10 Required' to Punclt 


Six Hund>«d and Btitr Card* P«r 
Day—Some of the CHrI» .&*• So Pro- 
flolent That They- Can Do Fvon* 
Nine Hundred to Twelve Htuidr»d 
Cards Per Dsr> 
Director of the Census Merriam has 


placed In operation a scheme of pro- 
motion for the clerks eagaged in count- 
Ing np the population of the United 
States which Is well designed to secure 
the maximum of work of which each 
clerk is capable, says the Washington 
correspondent of the Baltimore Sun. 


At first each clerk was required to 


punch only 500 cards per day. Then 
the limit was increased to 650 and the 
system of promotion put In operation 
which gives the clerks-an Incentive to 
punch as many cards as they can. The 
syetem is very simple—the more cards 
punched the more salary received. Tne 
operators of the< punching machines 
are divided Into three grades at $600 
per year, 9720 per year and $900 per 
year. To hold the place a clerk must 
punch an avevage -of 100 cards per 
hour from 9 o'clock until 12:30 and 
from 1 o'clock until 4, or a total ot 650 
per day for 6% hours' work. If the 
punchers are rapid enough to finish an 
average of 120 cards an hour and main- 
tain that average day after day, turn- 
ing out 780 cards per day, they are ad- 
vanced to $60 per month, or $720 per 
annum. 
Wheu they are able to pro- 


duce 140 carda per hour, or 910 per 
day, they are again promoted to $75 
per month, the highest amount paid 
for this class of work. 


More of the women—and nearly all 


clerks employed on these machines are 
of the gentler sex—are able to make 
780 cards per day than would at flrsi 
be suspected. Reduced to figures, tola 
Is two cards every minute. At that 
rate the operator must take from a 
well filled box a cord with a duplicate 
of the keyboard of the machine print- 
ed on It This card Is slipped Into 
place of er a plate it which there are 
a number of holes. Each bole corre- 
sponds to some symbol printed on the 
card, and the-latter most be exactly in 
place or the whole table will be wrong. 
Near the operator ia another key- 
board, also fitted with boles, and sus- 
pended above It is an arm with & 
punch attached. By Inserting the punch 
In a hole on the lower keyboard a hole 
is punched In a corresponding place la 
the card, the punching being done by 
electricity. A number of holea aro 
punched In each card for the sex, color, 
etc.—about eight or nine holes in alL 
Then tne card Is removed and deposit- 
ed In a receptacle and another card laid 
out for punching. 


The schedules of the enumerator* are 


fastened in front of the machine, as if 
the operator were copying a* a type- 
writer. Ho at the rate of 120 cards an 
hour the operator places the card, 
scans the schedule, pnn<' '•" t\e card 
and removes It, all In 30 
^ aUs* time. 


As some time is naturiu,.,- consumed 
in placing and removing the schedules, 
the actual punching time Is loss than 
half, a minutes to a card, nu<l this 
speed must be kept up steadily hour 
after hour. 


To earn $75 per month the carda 


must be punched ajjthe rate of 920 per 
day, 140 per hour, or one every 25 5-7 
seconds. The 4 2-7 second saved on 
each card makes a difference of $15 
In the monthly salary. It would seem 
that even 650 cards per day would be a 
heavy rate, but so proficient have 
some of the girls become that they can 
do from 900 to 1,100 and 1,200 cards 
per day. At the latter speed the clerk 
Is punching a card In a trifle over every 
15 seconds, which is almost double the 
rate of the clerk punching 100 an hour. 
It is rather strange that the harder the 
clerk works the more she receives, but 
the sooner her position will be lost Yet 
It averages up very well, for not only 
does the fast operator secure a salary 
in proportion to the extra work done, 
but she receives a slight premium, for 
the operator punching 650 cards a day 
is paid ?50 per month, while the oper- 
ator making 910 cards gets $75, so the 
latter receives BO per cent more salary 
than the former, while doing but 40 
per cent more work.

NOT EASY TO TEU OFF SIXTY SEC- 


ONDS ACCURATELY. 


A Detective'* Story of a Gambler 


Who Had » Ti»y WntcU 8*t In * 
Cameo Hliijt and Who TJ«ed to "Work 
the Pa»»enger« on Oc*an Steamer*. 
"What time i« it?" asked a-man wha 


was riding with a detective in a cab the 
»ther day. 
The detective pushed an almost in- 


visible lever on the side of the setting of 
a large cameo ring that he wore on the 
third finger of his left hand. Then he 
placed Us left hand at his left ear and 
list»Ae«J lor a moment. 
"'Seventeen minutes past 3," he replied. 
•'Now you can go ahead and tell me 


abjut that," said the man who was riding 
wUh the detective. The man had watch- 
ed the detective's method ol ascertaining 
the time *with interest. "I can see that 
that -big ring of yours is a repeating 
watch, of course. Let's have the rest 
of it." 
"This ring and repeating watch com- 


bined," said the detective, "belonged to 
one of the most notorious of the swagger 
gang of short card players who used to 
work the ocean steamers. He's been 
dead for ten years now, and as his fam- 
ily are pretty good people, I needn't men- 
tion his name. He was the champion of 
his class, though. 


"This card sharper had this ring I'm 


wearing made in Switzerland for a pur- 
pose. He made many thousands of dol- 
lars with it. His game was this way: 
When a gang of men on one of the 
steamers on which he was a passenger 
would get together in the smoking room 
or cardroom and get to betting on the 
revolutions of the screw, on the weather, 
on the day's voyage, on any old thing, he 
would gently butt in with a crack to the 
effect that there wasn't one man out of 
a hundred that could properly count off 
a minute—that is, that could exactly, or 
anything like exactly, apprehend the 
passage of 60 seconds. 


"This would lead to a discussion, and 


the sharper would attempt to prove his 
statement by referring to the fact that 
few referees of prizefights are able to 
count ten seconds over a prostrate fighter 
with anything like accuracy. 
Then 


there'd be more chaw on this point, and 
finally the sharper would suggest that all 
hands present chip into a pool, say, of 
5100 %acb, the whole bundle to be walked 
away with by the man in the pool who 
could count the nearest to a minute. The 
crowd never failed to bite. 


"Now, 
if yon want to experiment, you 


let your wife or some one hold a watch 
for you, and you try to count a minute. 
If you come any nearer than five seconds 
to the minute without plenty of piactice, 
you may call yourself a man with a 
pretty good idea of time. There are fe\v 
things harder to do than to agree with 
the second band of a watch in counting 
60 seconds. 


"Well, they'd all go into the pool, and 


some disinterested chap'ud be brought 
in to hold the ticker, and each man'.0 
count would be set down on a slip of 
paper. As the 'firan who suggested the 
pool, the card~rihark would modestly 
wait until they'd all had their trials be- 
fore he essayed to count his minute. 
He'd rest his head in his left hand and 
watch them amusedly while they tried 
to make an even up minute with the 
watch, and it never happened that any 
of 'em got within better than three sec 
onds o< it, one way or the other. They 
were always at least that much shy 01 
that much overdue. 


"Still leaning his head in his left hand, 


then, this crafty, cheerful worker of the 
steamers would wait for his turn, and 
then, with this almost inaudible but au- 
dible enough bit of a ticker close to his 
ear, he'd wade in and count 60 seeandb 
to the dot almost. He never did it ex- 
actly to the dot, because he didn't want 
to excite suspicion naturally, but he al- 
ways got under the wire a winner by o 
second or so from all the rest of the 
bunch in the pool. As I say, he won 
thousands at this scheme, and only one 
of the victims ever suspected that he had 
an inside way of keeping tab on his 
minutes. 


"He worked this trick once too often. 


Oddly enough, a Scotland Yard man got 
next to the gag. Now, Scotland Yard 
men are, as a rule, pretty obtuse and 
opaque and a few other things like that, 
but this Scotland Yard man was an ex- 
ception to the rale, and he tumbled to the 
card sharper's little stall. The Scotland 
Yard detective was in a minute guessing 
pool for a £5 note himself, and the atti- 
tude of the short card man in counting 
off his precise 60 seconds struck him as 
being & bit peculiar. He didn't say any- 
thing right then, but after the short card 
man had gone out, after gathering up the 
pool, he mentioned his suspicions to a 
couple of other passengers. When the 
short card player returned to the card 
cabin, the Scotland Yard man, sure that 
he was right, walked up behind tlic 
sharper, who was sitting down, and ami 
denly grabbed his kft wrist, saying: 
" 'Let's have an inspection of that 


ring!' 


"The sharper promptly jumped to his 


'feet and knocked the Scotland Yard man 
flat. The cat was out of the bag, how 
ever, and all the men in the compart 
rnent who'd been in the minute guessing 
pool called upon the sharper to show up 
his ring. With a very much aggrieved 
air the shark pulled off the ring on Irs 
third finger and threw it on the table 
protesting in a dignified manner that they 
had no right to doubt his integrity 
When they'd got through examinim. 
the ring without finding anything uu 
usual about it, he took it back, laid it on 
the table again, got a hammer and brokr 
it open. It was just a plain cameo riiic 
wtyh no works or anything else inside o' 
it. 
This sharper had a duplicate—» 


far as the outside went—of his watrl 
ring along with him for just such a 
emergency. The Scotland Yard man g 
the laugh, of course, and the shark w» 
restored to the favor of all the men au> 
was able to pose before them as an ou' 
raged man for the remainder of the vnj 
age. But he never tried the game again 


"This short card man quit the stenn 


ers and with a competency led a squa 
life for some years previous to his casli 
iflg in. When he was on his last biV 
he sent for me—I'd known him for a Ion 
while—and handed me this ring; said h> 
didn't want to leave hig children any oV 
thing that had served him in his fornu 
life of grafting. It's n fine bit of worK 
and is worth about $1,000. I've worn •'. 
off and on for a number of years now."-

How Been Are Pemuaded to Td3ce tJ» 


Their Lodging la a Hive. 


"At the Beekeepei's In Swarming 


Time" is the title of the following ac- 
count in St. Nicholas of the means em- 
ployed to lure swarming bees into A hive: 


Let us imagine ourselves at a farm- 


house far back in the country, where 
honeybees are kept and cared for by the 
old fashioned method. It is a pleasant 
forenoon in the latter part of May. The 
barefooted boy that Whittier told us 
about rushes across tho yard from the 
old apple tree under which he and his 
friends have been playing, dashes into 
the house, breathless in his eager ex- 
citement, and loudly shouts: 


"Mother, mother, the bees are swarm- 


ing!" 


Now, 
jnst why he should be in such a 


haste is not easily explained; probably 
the boy himself conld not tell, but true it 
is that the swarming of the bees causes 
the boy and all others to rush around as 
nothing else would do but an alarm that 
the house or baf n was on fire. 


The mother needs no second summons. 


She drops the work in hand, rushes out, 
and, 
shading her eyes with one hand, 


takes a hasty look at the cloud of bees 
hovering over and around one side of the 
old apple tree, and excitedly exclaims: 


"Yes, Ned; they're swarming, sure 


enough! You must run to the barn lot 
cornfield and call father and John." 


And away goes Ned, with hia play- 


mates trying in vain to keep up with him. 


Mother goes back into the kitchen and' 


makes a mixture of vinegar, molasses and 
water, with which she is soon scrubbing 
the inside of an empty hive, to "make 
the new home sweet and clean for the 
bees." 


The cloud of bees in the air settles' 


lower and seems smaller as a cluster be- 
gins to-form on one of the lower limbs 
of the tree. By this time Farmer Hood 
and his "hired man" John have arrived. 
He first spreads on the ground a sheet 
that Ned has brought from the hoose.j 
A small stone is placed on each corner 
to keep it smooth and flat. John brings 
the hive from the back of the house,1 
where it has been turned bottom up- 
ward toward the sup to "dry out a lit- 
tle." 
It must be just right—not com- 


pletely dried out arrd yet not wet. A rail 
from the neighboring fence holds the 
hive in a slanting position so that the 
raised open edge is d^sectly under the 
cluster. 


When all is ready, the farmer advances 


with one of the poles used in propping 
np the clothesline in the back yard, and 
the rest go back a short distance. There 
is a minute or two of breathless sus- 
pense, and then he hits the limb with the 
pole ancl turns and runs. 
, 


This is the signal for all to run in va- 


rious directions. The cluster falls in a 
solid mass, but almost immediately about 
half the bees rise into the air, making a 
cloud of bees all the way from the hive 
to the limb, on which some settle. A few 
go in the hive, but often nearly all go 
back on the limb, and the process of 
knocking the limb and running away 
may be repeated several times. If the 
bees like the hive, fewer go back to the 
limb each tiiae, and finally the few on 
the limb leave of their own accord and 
eo into the hiv.e with th» others.

SHOE STRIKE ENDED 


Cutters' Union Accepts Set- 


tlement Made With N. 


L. Mi I lard & Co, 


MEN WILL RETURN MONDAY 


Concessions on Both Sides Made in 


Order to Reach the Agreement. 


Men Now Working Remain 


in the Shop. 
Both 


Sides Satisfied 


The strike of the N. L. Millard & Co., 


shoecutters, which has been in force 
since May 28, was declared off by the 
shoecutters' union at a special meet- 
ing held last evening-, following con- 
ferenbes held with the firm yesterday, 
and the final conference in the matter 
was held this morning. 


This ends the longest strike in the re- 


cent history of the city, the men having 
gows out finally on the 28th of May, 
but having: been out some time before 
that pending a possible settlement. On 
the "morning of the 28th the men re- 
turned to work, in the belief that a 
temporary agreement had been reached, 
but there was a mlaur,'3erstandtng in 
regard to this, and the men left the 
shop the same morning, since which 
time the strike ':as been fought bitter- 
ly on both sides :lll n'ow. 


The 
settlement 
was 
made only 


through concessions on b'oth sides, sat- 
isfactory to both sides, according to the 
statements given out by the committee 
from the uni'on, but the exact basis of 
the agreement is- not given out. 


None of the strikers returned to 


work today, but U is expected that they 
will do s6 next Monday morning. The 
riumber who will return is not certain. 
The men wh'o have been employed to 
take their places will not be discharged, 
and consequently it is probable that 
not all wjio left will return. A number 
of the strikers have gone into other 
business or left the city, so it is ex- 
pected that about all who are stil! un- 
employed will secure empl'oymenlt in 
the shop again. 


The cutters struck' originally at a new 


schedule which called for more work 
for the same pay. An agreement was 
reached whereby the differences were 
to be left to a committee which was to 
confer with Mr. Millard. On this agree- 
ment, however, there was1 a misunder- 
standing, Mr. Millard insisting that the 
committee act finally, and the union in- 
sisting that the committee was acting 
only for the union. This was the fir.b.1 
point of departure which caused tho 
differences that are only now.settled. 


The committee which held the con- 


ferences with Mr. Millard represented 
the strikers, but reported to the union, 
which had to accept the report before 
the strike was declared 'off, thus recog- 
nizirfg the union. As to the basis of 
return, there is no schedule given out, 
but it is understood that the men will 
return to work on the same basis as 
the men now employed in. the shop 


The entire community will rejoice in! 


this settlement of a strike that has cost 
both sides dearly. The cutters' unionv 
through its committed, gave out the 
'"ollowing- statement of the settlement

peter McDarby, the oldest man in the 


city, celebrates his 99th birthday today, 
and from his condition today is in a 
fair way to round out the 100 years of 
life for which he is anxious. For same 
time Mr. McDarby has been confined 
to his bed on account of paralysis of 
one leg, having been afflicted in this 
way about a year ago. Otherwise he is 
well, and says he is as "spry as ever." 
His mind is clear, and lie takes a lively 
interest in all that is going on. Just 
now he is especiaKy interested in the 
Chinese war, and the latest news is 
read to him every day. 


Mr. McDarby \ras some years ago a 


familiar figure on the streets of .the 
city, but since his confinement on ac-, 
count off paralysis, and for some time 
before that, he has not been seen very 
much by the public. He has for many 
years, however, been a member of the 
Baptist church, and receives calls from 
its members with much pleasure. 


H& was bom in Stockport, N. 1 


August 10, 1801, one of a family of six 
children. His parents were not able to 
care for him so at an early age he wa 
"bound out" to a fanner in Ghent. 


This life was not one of the easiest, 


and Mr. McDarby was given so few 
privileges that he was not even allowed 
to leaxn to read, a horsewhipping being 
tho penalty for being caught even with 
a picture book. This inability to read 
has Always t-oubled "him, but 
his 


friends have done the best they could to 
reail to him as much as possible since 
he was rendered unable to walk- 


He came to this city when he was be 


tweon 30 and 40 years old, and has lived 
here ever since, being employed as 
night watchman in various mills. Later 
he sawed'wood about the city, and be- 
came well known to many in that way 


Mr. McDarby was twice married, hia 


second wife dying only a few years ago. 
ill of his nine children have died, and 
he now lives with Mrs. E. M. Preo of 
29 River street. 


His memory is not as good as it was 


a. few years ago, but he is able to tell 
^any stories of his early years', and 
his earnest wish is to' live to be 'a cen- 
tenarian.

Since the last meeting of the associa- 
rionl, N. F. Shippey, the venerable presi- 
sident, has died. Dr. A. F. Davenport 
of this city was elected president yes- 
terday, after serving as acting presi- 
dent since Mr. Shippey's death. He 
was born 'on Catamount hill, October 
24, 1827. His father was a'resldent of 
Dorchester, but for many years resided 
in Colrainl. 
Dr. Davenport obtained 


his education on the mountain, grad- 
uated from the Penn dental college of 
Philadelphia, and attended other pro- 
fesslonal-schtfols. He is a d°.voted mem 
her of the association, and for manly 
years has served as its vice-president. 


The -exercises yesterday opened with

Smith of Colrain delivered the address 
of welcome, and portions of it were 
heartily applauded. 
Then came the 


singing of the song "America,," com-

Manning of this city. Mrs. Manning 
devoted a large part of her paper to the

No More Secret Rebates to 


Shippers From the Bos- 


ton and Maine Road 


NEW TARIFF SCHEDULE MADE 


All Shippers Along Line of Fitchburg 


Division to be Treated Alike, with 


Probable Slight Increase in 


Rates, Slightly 
Lower 


Salaries 


The Boston Herald, which usually 


keeps in closer touch with the railroad 
situation than any other Boston paper, 
has the following of local interest: 


The transition of tho Fitchburg rail- 


road from an independent corporate ex- 
istence to a dependency of a great 
transportation system has been Quietly 
progressing from the time the property 
passed to the control of the Boston & 
Maine The amalgamating process has 
bee» carried on without the develop- 
ment of friction in either the operating 
or the traffic department, and gradually 
the absorbed line Jte being moulded to 
ctmfonn in its business methods and in 
its physical conditions with the high 
standards that characterize the man- 
agement of President Tuttle. 


A recent inspection of the Fitchburg'9 


roadbed, stations, passenger and freight 
equipment showed that many improve- 
ments were possible, and one of the first 
steps Will be t0 see that all deficiencies 
in these respects are speedily remedied. 
While these are Important considera- 
tions from an operating standpoint, 
they by no means represent the chief 
burden of labor that the merger im- 
poses. 


It is well understood by shippers gen- 


erally that the Fitchburg1 has, for years, 
in its zeal to build up its revenues, re. 
Sorted to practices widely separated 
from those imposed by statute, and that 
•in a number of cases it has come dan- 
gerously near the court for alleged vio- 
lations of the regulation contained in 
the interstate commerce act. 


It is report-ted that among its chief 


offences against the law was the grant- 
ing of secret rebates to many of the 
leading shipp-ers at competitive points, 
and, 
further, the application of rates 


considerably below those shown in the 
published tariffs. While evidence is not 
at hand to substantiate these charges, 
it is true, nevertheless, that a feeling 
of uneasiness has existed in shipping 
circles, due to a belief that possibly all 
were not being treated alike in the mat- 
ter of freight charges To re-establish 
confidence in this direction will be one 
of the chief aims of the present man- 
agement, judging by the policy it has 
maintained throughout its control of 
the parent system. 


To those who are unfamiliar with tho 


business of purchasing merchandise 
transportation, it wrtuld at first appear 
that any attempt an the part of the 
Boston, & Maine to readjust rates on its 
Fitchburg division^ when it meant a 
slight Increase over those that have 
prevailed for many years past, would 
be met by strong opposition from the 
interests affected. While there may be 
a few cases where objection will be 
raised, yet generally shippers prefer 
stable to fluctuating or "bargain-count- 
er rates." When jit is positively known 
that competitors in certain lines of 
manufacture are being trea/;d alike by 
the railroads, that one shoe firm, for 
instance, pays exactly the same per one 
hundred pounds for placing its goods 
on the Chicago market as do others in 
the same industry when shipping from 
a basing point, a feeling of great relief 
is the result, and much time is saved 
to those who look af,ter the freighting 
end of the business. The good that 
come'S from well sustained tariff sche- 
dules would seem, to more than offset 
the benefits enjoyed by covert manipu- 
lation of them. 


It will be seen from the above that 


President Tuttle's greatest solicitude 
incident to the taking over of the Fitch- 
burg railroad relates more partlcularly 
to the fiscal than to the physicial inter- 
ests of the property. 


Another feature of the amalgamating 


pro-cess has to do with the department 
heads of the Fitchburg and the clerical 
forces under them. So far as possible, 
President Tuttle proposes, we under-1 
stand ,to retain as many of the old men 
as is consistent with the necessities of 
the case, but at salaries somewhat low- 
er than, they have been receiving.
